Tun Italian question is still in a state of transition. 
The latest phase presents a kingdom of Tascany 
with the Romagna, the Romagna to be held under 
the suzerainty of the Pope, and to pay him three 
millions yearly. Neither Victor Emmanuel nor 
Prince Napoleon are cligible to be chosen as King, but 
nothing is said as to the candidature of the numerous 
scions of the Bonaparte dynasty which the policy 
of the great Napoleon settled in Italy. Should this 
view be carried out, Sardinia will remain a feeble 
Power, unable ever to thwart the will of France. 
The Pope will be dissatisfied, and the people, whose 
wishes do not appear to be considered, will be kept 
in chronic agitation. 

What has caused this sudden reversal of the 
Italian programme is as yet unknown. The Globe 
pronounces the rumoured alliance of Amstria and 
Russia to be a canard. It may bé só, but the 
change of the Napoleonic policy so very suddenly 
lends a tinge of probability to its existence. 
Perhaps the refusal of Sardinia to cede Nice and 
Savoy, backed as she is by the, English Parliament, 
has irritated the Emperor. Whatever be the cause, 
the change has taken place, and the English Cabinet, 
which beasted of the intimacy and friendship of 
France, stands before the world completely ignored, 
humiliated, and unconsulted by the monarch for 
whose interests they have so diligently consulted. 


Tus King's Room at the Mansion House was, on 
Tuesday night, desecrated by the most riotous and 
disorderly assembly of the unwashed of Dublin it 
was ever our lot to witness. Placards, headed in 
flaring capitals, ‘‘ Water for the Poor,” were hung 
at the chapel gates on Sunday, when the collection in 
aid of the Pope's Buccaniers attracted more excitable 
congregations than usual. That which should have 
been the subject of calm and dispassionate argument 
was made a mere party question, and the supply of 
water to a great city afforded a cause for the most 
gross personality, and language which we cannot 
describe. We offer no excuse for those who opposed 
the canaille. A glance at the mob which formed the 
meeting should have inspired some discretion in the 
proposers of the various amendments. To accuse the 
Chief Magistrate of the City of being in a state of 
intoxication was scandalous under any circumstances. 
On the other hand, epithets were used by Alderman 
Reynolds which no journal could report. It is 
little wonder that, with these incentives, the meeting 
resembled pandemonium rather than any assembly 
on earth, while the indescribable confusion of tongues 
which prevailed was multiplied by the extraordinary 
echo for which the Round-room is notorious. 

The resolutions which were passed were nearly 
identical with those carried in the Corporation on 
the day preceding. The Liffey, Coy's Ford, and its 
sparkling decoction ef glandered horses, are at 
length given up. The canal water, which was full 
of all manner of abomination three weeks since, has 
suddenly become pure, limpid, and wholesome. The 
Railway Directors, who have control over the canals, 
have suddenly guaranteed a larger supply than they 
dared to guarantce a month since. A quarter of a 
million was demanded to create works which would 
give us water at “high pressure,” &c.; now 
£150,000 is sufficient. Altogether, when we con- 
sider the changing and shifting which has taken 
place—the report of the Water Committee, and the 
counter report of the Secret Committee — the 
selection, now of the canals, now of the Liffey, and 
then of the canals again—the hesitation, refusal, 
and subsequent acquiescence of the canal owners to 
give a guarantee—the haste with which the bill is 
hurried through Parliament, and the means adopted 
to silence all opposition—it is quite clear that tur- 
ther examination and more unbiassed testimony is 
required. 

Themeeting of Tuesday night, instead of strength- 
ening the views of the majority of the Corporation, 
ought of itself to create suspicion. That cause can- 
not bea good one which requires such appeals to the 
worst passions of the dregs of our city, nor can that 
plan be perfect which is supperted by all the violence 
of faction and every intemperance of language. Had 
we no other reason to doubt the feasibility of the 
Corporation scheme, or the “ purity” of the bill, the 
conduct adopted by their supporters on Tuesday 
evening is enough to convince us that there is some- 
thing not very creditable hid under this tyrannical 
philanthropy. We would propose that Government 
be requested to dispute two or three engineers to 
examine the various projects and report on them. 
This, at least, would remove the question from the 
spbere of local interests, and, we are sorry to add, 
from the violence of unseemly personalities. 


A stu for the introduction of Tramways into the 
cities of Ireland has passed through the seeond 
reading in the House of Commons, without attract- 
ing that attention which the subject seems to require. 
Tramways may be well adapted for the spacious 
streets of some American cities, and may well serve 
for intercommunication between towns where rail- 
ways or good public roads do not exist. In Dublin 
tramways could not be laid down without seriously 
impeding the traffic of our streets. With the excep- 
tion of the quays, Sackville and Westmoreland streets 
there are no public avenues which can spare a width 
of ten feet. Fancy Grafton-street or Nassau-street nar- 
rowed by ten feet, and traversed by a species of railroad 
along which vehicles are to be whirled at a high rate 
of speed! The traffic of that side of the street along 
which these tramways run would be utterly de- 
stroyed, and few would like to risk a private 

where a tramway ran. Even in country districts the 
farmer will still prefer to send his goods te fair or 
market by the old road where the distances are short, 
and by railroads where the distancesmay be great. 
What with main, trunk, and branch lines of railway 
now spreading through Ireland, there does not appear 
to be the slightest need of this novel mode of transit, 
which, though well calculated to be the pioneer of 
the railway, cannot pretend to be its substitute. 

But the worst feature of the proposed system is 
that it will create a monopoly wherever it is intro- 
duced. Once the streets are torn up and the tram- 
way laid down, the traffic of the place is vested in the 
hands of a company. No omnibus or stage car can 
compete wherever the tramway is completed. We 
should be entirely at the mercy of the company, 
under the pretence of lowering the price of ——

Kinglake very learnedly argues that if the Emperor of 
the French should annex Savoy we are tied so fast by 
our treaties that we should be bound at the demand of 
any of the Great Powers to go to war with Napoleon 
il to compel him to desist. “As matters at present 
stand,” says Mr. Kinglake, “it is competent to us to 
stand aloof from the great Continental struggles, and to 
come to a calm determination as to whether we should 
or should not take any partin those contests. If the 
proposed annexation, however, took place, our freedom 
of action would have de for ever, for no sooner would 
it have been accomplished than the casus faderis would 
have been complete, and Austria or Russia or Prussia 
might call upon us separately and without joint action, to 
fulfil our treaty engagements.” This is a very alarming 
aspect of affairs, seeing how very nearly that phantom 
or rumour, or whatever it may be necessary for the 
safety of senatorial dignity to call it, approaches to the 
substance and consistency of a hard fact. We do 
not love it more than Mr. Kinglake loves it. Perhaps 
we are not so confident as he is that our own island 
security depends upon these Alpine valleys. We can- 
not repeat with him that it there were one circum- 
stance to which more than another it was due that this 
happy part of the world had not been desolated by con- 
quest, it was the fact that in a central part of the Conti- 
nent there existed a mountainous district.” Nor, with 
Mr. Albert Smith's experiences in view, can we share 
Mr. Kinglake’s fears that, “if France were to become 
— of this department of the Mont Blanc she 
would be in a position to march her troops across 
it with a directness which is not at present the 
case.” But we can quite go along with Mr. 
Kinglake and with Sir R. Peel in holding that 
nothing can be more hateful than a pacte de famille 
which should dismember an ancient kingdom. Mr. 
Bowyer reminds us that in this case the circumstances 
of such a a md would be peculiarly hateful; for by it 
the present King of Sardinia would not only hand over 
to an alien prince the cradle of his own race, but he 
would actually sell to him the bones of his forefathers, 
and the last resting-place of the old Counts ef Savoy. 
Nothing could be more dishonourable to Victor Emmanuel 
than such a com ; and, although Sir Robert Peel, ou 
the authority of Swiss statesmen, is prepared to assert its 
existence,and Mr. Kinglake equaily believesit, it isat least 
satisfactory to know that, if it has been done, it has not 
yet been publicly avowed. Lord John Russell last 
night said that “both Powers have repeatedly denied 
that any such Treaty exists.” Sir Robert Peel finds a 
coincidence in the circumstance that a communication 
was first made upon this subject by the French to the 
English Government on the very day on which Mr. 
Cobden's Treaty was signed, and the Opposition cheered 
this enterprising speaker when he argued that the pre- 
sent Ministry were chaffering tariffs against territory, 
and encouraging Napoleon to correct at the same time 
his commercial system and his geographical fron- 
tiers ; bu! nothing has come out to show that there is 
the least ground for any such an imputation. 

The diseussion which has just taken place has not 
very much widened our knowledge ofthis matter. The 
design might be only a rumour to the House of Com- 
mons, but it was a substance to the rest of Europe. The 
family compact was suspected to exist, and is still only 
suspected to exist. The treaties of 1815 are, of course, 
known to all, but it was not known what possibility 
there was of their provisions being brought out and 
arrayed against France with the torce of an European 
law, backed by the determination of the Great Powers 
of Europe te make it respected. The probability 
or improbability of this is as speculative and un- 


the Government earnestly deprecates the annexation 
of Savoy ; not upon the ground of any specific interest 
which this country has in that annexation, but because 
of the consequences to which it would lead, and the 
unsettlement of Europe which it would create.” Lord 
John Russell uses the same language, and believes that 
if Savoy should be annexed, even with the reluc- 
tant acquiescence of the Powers of Europe, it would 
be succeeded by a long period of distrust. But 
there is in all this no actual declaration that the 
Powers of Europe, are determined to stand

And how was it possible to trace the 
parents of these children after their discharge? Sup-

the children generally. 

Mr. Cosgtave said he took the same view of the ques- 
tion as Mr. Hyndman. | 

Mr. Hyndman again obscrved that one of the orders 
of the Commissioners was to the effect that no pa- 
rent should leave the house without taking his chil- 
dren with him. That order was made, he pre- 
sumed, for the purpose of preventing fraud on the 
part of parents who might be disposed to leave their 
children after them as burdens upon the union. 
Unless the Legislature gave them power to send back the 
paupers to the respective districts from which they 
came, he could not sce how the proposed system could 
be carried out without the commission of the greatest 
frauds. To such a degree was the union at present 
burdened with paupers whom it had no right to main- 
tain, that full two-thirds of the inmates had come from 
different parts of Ireland, beyond the limits of the 
union. 

Mr. Flanagan said he did not think there was any 
foundation for that statement. 

Mr. Dooley observed that there was abundant evi- 
dence of the fact to place it beyond controversy. 

Mr. Thorp—Two-thirds of the people in the house 
do not belong to the union at all, county or city and 
on last Monday not one in ten of those admitted came 
from the city. The conversation then dropped, and the 
Board, having transacted the routine business, adjourned.

SAVOY ANT NICK. 

Mr. KINGLAKE called attention to the rumours of a 
proposal to annex Savoy and Nice to the empire of France, 
in order, he said,to obtain an expression of the opinion of the 
House upon that posal, and which, he believed, would 
be unanimeus, He read a communication which he had 
received from Paris last autumn, and extracts from French 
* suggesting grounds for the transfer —grounds which, 
ie remarked, would have an extensive and dangerous ap- 
— By the treaties of 1815 the northern portion of 

avoy (Chablais and Faucigny) was declared to participate in 
the neutrality of Switzerland, but if it became a part of 
France, what, he asked, would become of this guarantee, 
and of the integrity of Switzerland. which would be jammed 
in between two departments of France? This annexation 
would have an embarrassing effect upon our own freedom of 
action, and would wusettle the political relations of Europe. 
He referred to the repeated declarations on the part of the 
Government of France, prior to the recent war in Italy, that 
the Lmperor was actuated by no motive of personal ambition 
or desire of conquest. At the same time he had, he said, re- 
ceived in January, 1859, a commanication (which he had 
umparted to the Hritish Government), stating that a secret 
arrangement (called a pacte de fumui//e) had been entered into 
between Frasce and Sardinia for the cession of Savoy to 
France, although Count Walewski had assured Lord Cow- 
ley that no “ treaty” whatever existed with that view. Ap- 
parentiy, he observed, the matter stood thas :—He did not 
doubt that before the war there was au arrangement 


that in eachange for Lombardy the Emperor of 
the French should become possessed of Savoy and 
Nice, but the Emperor having failed in recover 


me the whole of Lombardy, the contingency failed, 
and both Fraece and Sardinia, he believed, acquiesced in 
the proposition that the circumstances onder which Savoy 
and Nice were to be given to France did fot cecur. But 
later iu the autun n, when it became apparent that the pro- 
visions of the treaty of Villafranca weuld not. and could 
not, be carried into effect, the Central States of Italy began 
to provide for themselves, and indicated an intention of an- 
nexing themselves te the kingdom of Sardinia, and then the 
Emperor of the French reverted to his griginal notion, that 
if Sardinia was to become andised, 1 h not as 
originally intended but in fact, be should fee! himself en- 
titled to weist upon the annexation of Savoy to France, 
under the provisions of the pacte de famille. But they had 
happely since been teld that this annexation would not be 
carried into effect by the 2 — without consulting the 
treat Powers of Europe. ler Majesty s ambassador at Paris 
had addressed the Emperor on fhe subject, and he was 
assured that the Emperor would not proceed to a final 
decision in this matter without consulting the Great l’owers, 
If they were told by a plain man that he would not do some 
thing without consulting a third party, they might infer that 
in addition to consulting him be would be governed by the 
aivice which be received. Hut when they found that, 
contemporaneously with this statement, the Emperor 
would consult the Crest Powers, he asserted that a 
arten ef Savoy was necessary to the empire of France, 
they would be led to fear that that was rather an indication 
on the part of France of what she meant to do than an 

question of inquiry as to what the other Powers might think 
to be right. (Hear, hear.) When the four Great Powers 
were consulted apon this subject in the way now intended, 
he hoped and trasted thet the answer of cur Government 
would be ao closely similar to the answer of every other, 
that all Europe should know that the four (treat Powers 
were of one mind. (Hear, near.) He heard it said that it 
was well this country should be allied to France, and that 
there should be a Treaty of Alliance between them. But 
treaties of alliance did not depend upon proximity, nor upon 
caprice, but on community of interests, Did they or did 
they not desire the same as the other l’owers of Europe ? He 
veheved that England anxiously desired peace; then he 
thought the allies of England must also desire peace Would 
the Emperor persist in this scheme? Ile believed he was 
aaturally a man of much moderation. He was a thought- 
ful person, very alive to difficulties; but he was armed with 
A wer which” had annexed to it a fatal condition, 
and it bed annexed to it this condition, that he 
mast use it, and he doubted whether he had such an amount 
of strength as to be able toresist the influence which urged 
him towards this annexation. At all events, he would no 
lomger have it in his power to proceed by stealth. All Europe 
would see that thie set, if it were done, would be in open 
violation of treaties, and then they woul’, be thought, ua- 
derstand and perceive that (be tight of nations was mace to 
depend in this epoch, net upon justice, but upon strength.

Our advices Hongkong are to January 14; 
Shanghai, Jan 7. The following is from the sum- 
mary of the China Mail — 

Ne further intel cehas arrived from Japan announ- 
cing any change in the state of matters there ; but it 
is confidently hoped that the firm attitude assumed by 


Mr. Consul-General Alcock will have the effect both of 

reassuring the Japanese Government, and of checking 

the impropriet ies of the British residents who have be- 

haved in such a manner as to cause the partial — — 
ot trade. It is due to the commercial community of 

China to mention that it has very generally condemned 
their conduct. It is difficult to obtain information as 
to what is going on in the Japanese ports, but there ap- 
pears to be very good grounds for the warnings held 
out by Mr. Oliphant and others against the expectation 
of any great and sudden extension of British trade from 
the opening of these ports. When first opened there 
were a number of curious articles presented in the mar- 
ket, which gave something to do; and the purchase of 
gold coins afforded a most profitable trade ; but the 
real commercial question in regard to Japan—viz., how 
far it is wiliing to take our manufactures and can give 
us raw produce, yet remains to be solved. 

The question as to how far Japan may be able to sup- 
ply us with coal is about to be investigated by Lieute- 
tenant Malcolm, R.E., who has left Shanghai for Nega 

i for that purpose. 

The Minister of the United States at Yeo has offi- 
cially communicated that he has obtained a pledge from 
the Japanese Government that the treaty of Yedo will 
be carried out in all its integrity, and that, more 
tially, Japanese produce may he freely purchased, an all 
Japanese articles may be exported without limit, except 
rice, wheat, copper coin, and uncoined Japanese gold 
and silver. The quarter to be: occupied by foreign- 
ers will also be settled immediately 

From Shanghai the only news of importance was a 
report among the Chinese that Hwashana, one of the 
Imperial commissioners who signed Lord Elgin’s 
treaty, had been put to death, but it has not been au- 
thenticated.

Money Parp FOR THE Surrort or Hixnnoo Surixes.—

the agency of the East India, company’s servants dur- 
ing the year 1857. These returns are contained in ele- 
ven reports on the subject from the governments of 
Bengal, the North West Provinces, Fort St. George, 
Bombay, the Punjab, Oude, Hyderabad, Nagpore, My- 
sore, Pegu, and the Tenasserim and Martaban provinces. 
These returns are cf a kind impossible to summarise, and 
we canonly mention thatin some cases the annual sums 
paid to religious institutions are thousands of rupees, 
but that these are comparatively rare. 


Weer IDA MAIL Service.—Commencing on the 2d 
March next, a new table of routes fer the West India 
mail service will be brought into operation, with the object 
of securing the arrival at Southampton of the packet 
bringing the homeward mails three days before the 
departure of the packet conveying the outward mails, 
and thus accelerating the course of post between the 
United Kingdom and the several places served by those 
packets. The packets for the West Indices will continue 
tosailfrom Southampton onthesame days asat present 
viz., the 2nd and 17th of each month ; and the packets 
from the West Indies will be due at Southampton on 
the 14thand 29th ofeach month. Mails for Carthagena, 
Santa Martha, Greytown, and Blewfields, will in 
future be despatched once a month only, instead of 
twice a month as heretofore. The mails for Carthagena 
and Santa Martha will be forwarded by the packet of 
the 2nd of the month, and the return mails will. be due 
on the 29thof the month. The mails for Greytown and 
Blew fields will be despatched by the packet of the 17th, 
and the return mails will be due on the 14th of the 
month. In all other respects the mails to be convey- 
ed from this country by the West India mail packets 
will be despatched under the existing regulations. By 
command ofthe Postmaster-General, RowLaxp III, 
Becretary.— General Post-office, Feb. 27.

Tue Wrarurn— Fat, or Sxow,—Tuesday morning 
the storm of wind of the previous day was followed by a 
heavy fall of snow, and, during the course of yesterday, 
the streets of Beifast were almost impassable to predes- 
trians from the quantity of half-melted snow which lay 
upon them. Last night, however, a hard frost set in, 
and the footpaths became in a short time exceeding 
slippery. The gale of Monday has, no doubt, done 
much — to shipping. A schooner was wreckedin 
Ayr Bay, off Irvine, during the gale, and all hands on 
board perished. A lifeboat put off from Ardrossan, but 
the vessel sank betore the boat reached the scene of the 
wreck.

The Chairman moved the adoption of the report and 
the statement of accounts. He observed that the affairs 


of the company were in a very satisfactory condition. 
The traffic showed a consi le increase, and after the 
payment of dividend there was left a sum of £3,150, 
which was carried to the rest fund for the next half 
year ; it being generally not so favourable ss the present. 
The works of the line were in the most perfect order, 
and the working expenses, perhaps, more moderate than 
those of any line in the United Kingdom. The directors 
were gradually increasing the rolling stock ; the plant 
was in all its departments in good condition, and he was 
happy to say that they had carried on their traffic without 
accident to life or limb. The report did not call for fur- 
ther observations, and he would therefore pass to a subject 
of the greatest importance to the shareholders -the Boyne 
Viaduct. (llear, hear.) This topic, and the statements 
which he would have to make in connection with it, had 
been forced upon the Board in consequence of the publi- 
cation within the last week, of a pamphlet by Sir John 
Macneill, their late engineer. This pamphlet might be 
divided into two parts—first, a history of the differences 
which had for many years existed between Sir Joha 
Macneill and Mr. Barton, the company’s present engi- 
neer. With these differences the directors had always 
declined to interfere. They had been over and over 
again apf ealed to by Sir John Macncill to take his part, 
and they had been as often requested by Mr. Barton to 
do the same forhim. Both these requests they had re- 
tused to comply with, and he was sure the meeting 
would give him credit for truth when he stated that to- 
wards Mr. Barton the Board had not shown the slight- 
est favour in this contest. The directors always, in 
answer to the request of these gentlemen, s that 
their proceedings were open to them—that they could 
search their minutes from end to end, and make what- 
ever use they {thought fit of them. Sir John Macneil! 
did ask extracts from their ings. were 
at great length prepared for him, but Sir John Macneill 
never called for them. As might be expected, the di- 
rectors had pleased neither party. Sir John Macneill 
considered himself badly treated, and Mr. Barton consi- 
dered that, as the company's engineer, he had not been 
properly supported. Passing to the second part of this 
pamphiet, with which alone the directors had to do, he 
might observe that it contained cenfidential commu- 
nications which passed between Sir John Macneill and 
the Board; and also letters which Sir John must have 
never meant to meet any eye but his oon. Ile had not 
asked his (the chairman's) leave to publish these letters, 
nor signified to him his intention of doing so. He did 
not entertain any personal feeling towards Sir John 
Macneill for having dragged these letters into his dispute, 
but still great blame attached to him for having done 
so. The disputes between Mr. Barton and Sir John 
Macneill, from time to time, caused the Board considera- 
ble inconvenience. In October, 1858, the Board, for the 
first time, became aware, froma made to them by 
Mr. Barton, thata slight disturbance had taken place in 
the position of the Boyne Viaduct. He need scarcely say 
that this report caused the directors a great deal of 
uneasiness, and he was directed to immediately put 
himeelf in communication with Sir John Macneill. He 
did so, and accompanied Sir John Macneill to the via- 
duct, and told him that the directors were most anxious 
that no time should be lostin ascertaining what was 
the cause of thisdisturbance. Sir John Macneill re- 
mained some hours examining the viaduct, and on the 
same day met him at Drogheda. Sir John Macneill th re 
informed him that he did observe the disturbance or 
slight movement that had taken place; that it required 
attention, but that no immediate danger was to be appre- 
hended. He then asked Sir John Macneil! to write a 
report to the Board on the subject, and forward it at 
his earliest convenience. He did so, and although the 
report ata great length entered into scientific details 
of what the Board could know nothing, still 
it received their best attention. This report 
was forwarded to Mr, Barton, with the request 
that he would consider it, and return it with whatever 
observations of his own he thought necessary to make. 
Mr. Barton did so, and the directors, on reading Mr. 
Barton's report, found it so diametrically opposed to that 
forwarded to them by Sir John Macneil! that they really 
did not know how to act. The Board, however, thought 
that he(the chairman) might be able to prevail on Sir 
John Macneill to meet Mr. Barton, to see if, by per- 
sonal communication, they could reconcile their reports, 
He did all he could to eflect this object. He proceeded 
again to Drogheda, where he met Sir John Macneil], 
and told him the difficulty the Board were in. Sir John 
Macneill was unwilling to meet Mr. Bartom, as was 
proved by his letter, dated 17th October, 1858, and ad- 
dressed to him (the chairman). Sir John Macneil], in 
this letter, having expressed his anxiety to meet the 
views of the directors, stated—*“I must decline having 
anything to do with Mr. Barton, after his bad 
and untruthful conduct in reference to the build- 
ing of the Boyne Bridge, except in so far as get- 
ting from him the information I may require 
to enable me to point out the means to be pursued in 
saving the structure.” Having received that letter, he 
(the chairman) replied to it on the 18th, 2 — the 
differences that existed between Sir John Macneill and 
Mr. Barton, and expressing a hope to meet him the fol- 
lowing day at Drogheda, when any information re- 
quired by Sir John would be afforded to him in his 
sence by Mr. Barton. He did not see cither of t 
gentlemen in Drogheda, as he had expected. Sir John 
Macneill wrote to him when he returned, stating he 
was elsewhere: and, in fact, from that to the present 
he had never been able to procure a meeting between

— — among them. The meeting would, how- 
ever, hear with some surprise that Mr. Barton's father 
retired from the direction in 1848, and that the 
money was given to his son in 1851, and that he 
had no connection with it previous to his son 
being ted engineer. (Hear, hear.) Mr. 
Cully, his uncle, became a director in 1856, five 
years after the money was given to his nephew. In 
conclusion, he begged to express his opinion that it 
was highly injudicious in Sir John Macneill to have pub- 
lished this pamphlet, and the directors had no anxiety 
to deprive him of the honour and glory of having done 
so.

Mr. M‘Evoy Gartlan expressed his regret that the 
Board had received this pamphigt in the’ light of 
reflecting on their character.

The correspondence proved that no man could, 
with any show of reason, assert but that Sir John Mac- 
neill was the designer of this bridge, and let its merits 
or demerits be what they may, to him was due the 
entire credit of it. (Ilear, hear.) The questiou for 
the meeting to determine was this, whether it 
was not better that the engineer under whose eye it 
had been built should not be employed in remedying 
any defect in it, than a stranger who had only seen it 
fora few hours. (Hear, hear.) It appeared from a 
letter of the chairman, addressed to Sir John Macneill, 
that, notwithstanding the directions of the Board, Mr. 
Barton had tampered with the bridge before Sir John 
Macneill’s report came in. The resolution which he 
begged to submit, not by way of amendment to the re- 

rt, but as a rider to it, was— That although the 
soyne Bridge was in a perfectly secure and safe state 
at present for the pur of traffic, the meeting deemed 
it necessary that, in order to satisfy the public 
and the shareholders, a thorough inspection of it 
sheuld be made by Sir John Macne who was 
the engineer-in-chicf who originally designed and con- 
structed it, and that such repairs and alterations 
should be made in the structure as he should deem 
necessary or expedient.’ lle believed that Sir John 
Macneill was a man of honour and veracity, and that 
he naturally felt hurt when he found that the brightest 
gem in his professional crown was attempted to be 
filched from him by one that he thought should not 
have dome it.

THE ITALIAN QUESTION.

No further intelliger ee has arrived from Japan announ- 
eing any change in the state of matters there; but it 
is confidently hoped that the firm attitude assumed by 
Mr. Consul-General Alcock will have the effect both of 
reassuring the Japanese Government, and of checking 
the improprieties of the British residents who have be- 
haved in such a manner as to cause the partial stoppage 
of trade. It is due to the commercial community of 
China to mention that it has very generally condemned 
their conduct. It is difficult to obtain information as 
to what is going on in the Japanese ports, but there ap- 

to be very good grounds for the warnings held 
out by Mr. Oliphant and others against the expectation 
of any great and sudden extension of British trade from 
the opening of these ports When first opened there 
were a number of curious articles presented in the mar- 
ket, which gave something to do ; and the purchase of 
gold coins afforded a most profitable trade ; but the 
real commercial question in regard to Japan—vir., how 
far it is wiliing to take our manufactures and can give 
us raw produce, yet remains to be solved. 

The question as to how far Japan may be able to snp- 
ply us with coal is about to be investigated by Lieute- 
tenant Malcolm, R.E., who has left Shanghai for Nega- 

i for that purpose. 

“The Minister of the United States at edo has offi- 
cially communicated that he has obtained a pledge from 
the Japanese Government that the treaty of Yedo will 
be carried out in all its integrity, and that, more par- 
tially, Japanese produce may he freely purchased, an all 
Japanese articles may be exported without limit, except 
rice, wheat, copper coin, and uncoined Japanese gold 
and silver. he quarter to be. occupied by foreign- 
ers will also be settled immediately.

the agency of the East India, company’s servants dur- 
ing the year 1857. These returns are contained in ele- 
ven reports on the subject from the governments of 
Bengal, the North West Provinces, Fort St. George, 
Bombay, the Punjab, Oude, Hyderabad, Nagpore, My- 
sore, Pegu, and the Tenasserim and Martaban provinces. 
These returns are cf a kind impossible to summarise, and 
we can only mention that in some cases the annual sums 
paid to religious institutions are thousands of rupees, 
but that these are comparatively rare. 


W ret Ixpta MAIL Service.—Commencing on the 2d 
March next, a new table of routes fer the West India 
mail service will be brought into operation, with the object 
of securing the arrival at Southampton of the packet 
bringing the homeward mails three days before the 
departure of the packet conveying the outward mails, 
and thus accelerating the course of post between the 
United Kingdom and the several places served by those 
packets. The packets for the West Indies will continue 
to sail from Southampton onthesame days asat prescnt— 
viz., the 2nd and 17th of each month; and the packets 
from the West Indies will be due at Southampton on 
the 14thand 29th ofeach month. Mails for Carthagena, 
Sante Martha, Greytown, and Blewfields, will in 
future be despatched once a month only, instead of 
twice a month as heretofore. The mails for Carthagena 
and Santa Martha will be forwarded by the packet of 
the 2nd of the month, and the return maile will be due 
on the 29thof the month. The mails for Greytown and 
Blew fields will be despatched by the packet of the 17th, 
and the return mails will be due on the 14th of the 
month. In all other respects the mails to be convey- 
ed from this country by the West India | packets 
will be despatched under the existing regulations. By 
command of the Postmaster-General, RowLaxp Hitz, 
Secretary.—General Post-office, Feb. 27.

Tun WrATHFR—LFALL or Sxow,—Tuesday morning 
the storm of wind of the previous day was followed by a 
heavy fall of snow, and, during the course of yesterday, 
the streets of Belfast were almost impassable to predes- 
trians from the quantity of half-melted snow which lay 
upon them. Last night, however, a hard frost set in, 
and the footpaths became in a short time exceeding 
slippery.

The Chairman moved the aduption of the report and 
the statement of accounts. He observed that the affairs 
of the company were in a ne condition. 
The traffic showed a consi le increase, and after the 
payment of dividend there was left a sum of £3,150, 
which was carried to the rest fund for the next half 
year ; it being generally not so favourable ss the present. 
The works of the line were in the most perfect order, 
and the working expenses, perhaps, more moderate than 
those of any line in the United Kingdom. The directors 
were gradually increasing the rolling stock ; the plant 
was in all its departments in good condition, and he was 
happy to say that they had carried on their traffic without 
accident to life orlimb. The report did not call for fur- 
ther observations, and he would therefore pass to a subject 
of the greatest importance to the shareholders -the Bayne 
Viaduct. (llear, hear.) This topic, and the statements 
which he would have to make in connection with it, had 
been forced upon the Board in consequence of the publi- 
cation within the last week, of a pamphlet by Sir John 
Macneill, their late engineer. This pamphlet might be 
divided into two parts—first, a history of the differences 
which had for many years existed between Sir John 
Macneill and Mr. Barton, the company’s present engi- 
neer. With these differences the directors had always 
declined to interfere. They had been over and over 
again apf ealed to by Sir John Macncill to take his part, 
and they had been as often requested by Mr. Barton to 
do the same forhim. Both these requests they had re- 
tused to comply with, and he was sure the meeting 
would give him credit for truth when he stated that to- 
wards Mr. Barton the Board had not shown the slight- 
est favour in this contest. The directors always, in 
answer to the request of these gentlemen, s that 
their proceedings were open to them—that they could 
search their minutes from end to end, and make what- 
ever use they thought fit of them. Sir John Macneill 
did ask extracts from their lings. They were 
at great length prepared for him, but Sir John Macneil! 
never called for them. As might be expected, the di- 
rectors had pleased neither party. Sir John Macneill 
considered himself badly treated; and Mr. Barton consi- 
dered that, as the company's engineer, he had not been 
properly supported. Passing to the second part of this 
pamphiet, with which alone the directors had to do, he 
might observe that it contained cenfidertial commu- 
nications which passed between Sir John Macneill and 
the Board; and also letters which Sir John must have 
never meant to meetany eye but his oon. Ile had not 
asked his (the chairman's) leave to publish these letters, 
nor signified to him his intention of doing so. He did 
not entertain any personal feeling towards Sir John 
Macneill for having dragged these letters into his dispute, 
but still great blame attached to him for having done 
so. The disputes between Mr. Barton and Sir John 
Macneill, from time to time, caused the Board considera- 
ble inconvenience. In October, 1858, the Board, for the 
first time, became aware, froma made to them by 
Mr. Barton, thata slight disturbance had taken place in 
the position of the Boyne Viaduct. He need scarcely say 
that this report caused the directors a great deal of 
uneasiness, and he was directed to immediately put 
himeelf in communication with Sir John Macneil]. He 
did so, and accompanied Sir John Macneill to the via- 
duct, and told him that the directors were most anxious 
that no time should be lost in ascertaining what was 
the cause of thisdisturbance. Sir John Macneill re- 
mained some hours examining the viaduct, and on the 
same day met him at Drogheda. Sir John Macneil th re 
informed him that he did observe the disturbance or 
slight movement that had taken place; that it required 
attention, but that no immediate was to be appre- 
hended. lle then asked Sir John Macneil! to write a 
report to the Board on the 1 rp and forward it at 
his earliest convenience. He did so, and although the 
report ata great length entered into scientific details 
of what the Board could know nothing, still 
it received their best attention. This report 
was forwarded to Mr, Barton, with the request 
that he would consider it, and return it with whatever 
observations of his own he thought necessary to make. 
Mr. Barton did so, and the directors, on reading Mr. 
Barton's report, found it so diametrically opposed to that 
forwarded to them by Sir John Macneill that they really 
did not know how to act. The Board, however, thought 
that he(the chairman) might be able to prevail on Sir 
John Macneill to meet Mr. Barton, to see if, by per- 
sonal communication, they could reconcile their reports. 
He did all he could to effect this object. He proceeded 
again to Drogheda, where he met Sir John Macneil], 
and told him the difficulty the Board were in. Sir John 
Macneill was unwilling to meet Mr. Barton, 
proved by his letter, dated 17th October, 1858, . 
dreseed to him (the chairman). Sir John Mac in 
this letter, having expressed his anxiety to meet the 
views of the directors, stated—“I must decline having 
anything to do with Mr. Barton, after his bad 
— a conduct in reference to the build- 
ng t yne except in so far as - 
ting from him Cuas «Mae Lú I may i us 
to enable me to point out the means to be pursued in 
saving the structure.“ Having reoeived that letter, he 
(the chairman) replied to it on the 18th, ng the 
differences that existed between Sir John Macneil! and 
Mr. Barton, and expressing a hope to meet him the fol- 
lowing day at Drogheda, when any information re- 
quired by Sir John would be afforded to him in his pre- 
sence by Mr. Barton. He did not see either of — 
gentlemen in Drogheda, as he had expected. Sir John 
Macneill wrote to him when he returned, stating he 
was elsewhere : and,in fact, from that to the present 
he had never been able to procure a meeting between 
these gentlemen. The Board had perfect confidence in 
the engineering skill of Mr. Barton—the whole of their 
line had been for many years under his care, and it 
would be rather an inconsistent thing for the Board to 
say—“ You are quite com t to take care of the 
— — on the line; but you are not to 
have any opi upon the Boyne Viaduct.” Knowing 
all the circumstances, it would be a most extraordi 
thing if the Board, in deference to Sir John Macneill, 
who had told them he would have nothing to say to the 
viaduct if Mr. Barton was consulted, and who had 
threatened them ——

I need 
only say that I was not consulted as to the apportion- 

ment ot this money among those gentlemen, according 

to the respective value and extent of their services.” 

The circumstances there alluded to were these :—Mr. 

Barton was then the resident engineer entrusted to work 

out the plans of the Board. He had in his office these 

two gentlemen. Mr. Barton had been in constant at- 

tendance at the Board with regard to these plans, and 

the directors thought they exercised a fair discretion in 

giving bim £150 out of the £250 they had determined 

to —— among them. The meeting would, how- 

ever, hear with some surprise that Mr. Barton's father 

retired trom the direction in 1848, and that the 
money was given to his son in 1851, and that he 
had no connection with it previous to his son 
being appointed engineer. (Hear, hear.) Mr. 
Cully, his uncle, became a director in 1856, five 
years after the money was given to his nephew. In 

conclusion, he begged to express his opinion that it 
was highly injudicious in Sir John Macneill to have pub- 
lished this pamphlet, and the directors had no anxiety 
to deprive him of the honour and glory of having done 
so. (Hear, hear.) 

In reply to Captain Lindsay, 

The Chairman stated that Mr. Barton’s absence from 
the interview he had appointed to take place at 
Drogheda was the result of accident and not of design. 
Sir John Macneill was not invited to accompany Mr, 
Hawkshaw in his examination of the bridge, inasmuch 
as the Board thought they had done with him. 

Mr. M‘Evoy Gartlan expressed his regret that the 
Roard had received this pamphlet in the light of 
reflecting on their character. He had read it 
ab ova ad mala, and rose from its perusal with 
a higher opinion of the chairman's integrity and 
ability than he had entertained before he saw 
it. (Hear, hear.) With the personal disputes between 
Mr. Barton and Sir John Macneill they had nothing to 
do. All the shareholders had to take care of was, that 
their property was not injured or jeopardised by cither 
of them. (Hear, hear.) The letters of the publication of 
which the chairman had complained, reminded him of 
the short but compact epistles of Oliver Cromwell, writ- 
ten on the banks of the Boyne, and the chairman had 
no reason to regret that they saw the light. (Hear, 
hear.) The correspondence proved that no man could, 
with any show of reason, assert but that Sir John Mac- 
neill was the designer of this bridge, and let its merits 
or demerits be what they may, to him was due the 
entire credit of it. (Ilear, hear.) The questiou for 
the meeting to determine was this, whether it 
was not better that the engineer under whose eye it 
had been built should not be employed in remedying 
any defect in it, than a stranger who had only seen it 
fora few hours. (Hear, hear.) It appeared from a 
letter of the chairman, addressed to Sir John Macneill, 
that, notwithstanding the directions of the Board, Mr.
